Mr. Coolidge was believed to have been dead about fif­ 
teen minutes. 
Mr. Coolidge went to his office as usual this morning anti 
returned home, accompanied by his secretary, at IO a. rn. 
The former president of the United States had com­ 
plained of suffering from indigestion during the past two or 
three weeks but did not consult a physician during the past 
month. 
Secretary Ross, who accompanied him home, said there 
was nothing to indicate that the former president felt in­ 
disposed. 
When they returned to the home Mn Coolidge 
went upstairs and Mr. Ross waited downstairs for Mr. 
Coolidge to later dismiss him for luncheon, as was his cus­ 
tom. 
Mr. Ross was still waiting when Mrs. Coolidge returned 
from her shopping tour. She went upstairs and found Mr. 
Coolidge dead.

Ball’s battle won some support 
from American league m agnates, but 
National club owners held out stub­ 
bornly against changing the system. 
A clause in the agreem ent binding 
the magnates not to complain pub­ 
licly 
against 
the 
commissioner's 
ruling^ effectually silenced any pro­ 
tests. 
The case of Ray Thompson, Mil­ 
waukee catcher transferred to the 
Browns and thence to another farm 
at Tulsa, added energy to Ball’s 
fight. 
Landis awarded Thompson 
to Louisville, which had claimed the 
player on waivers, and threatened 
fines if sim ilar deals were attem pt­ 
ed by other “chain store” clubs. 
Rumblings of protest kept coming 
to the surface when deals arranged 
by Clark Griffith, Connie Mack and 
other owners were nullified by the 
commissioner, a t considerable loss 
to the m agnates involved. 
Economic Pressure 
Finally, tw’o years ago, the case 
of Fred Bennett, involved in a trans­ 
fer wrangle, found its way into fed­ 
eral court at the instigation of Bali.

S I write, I am in a room that is filled with books. The lights of the

I look at a dozen books

Socrates talks. 
Hugo is toiling at the sheets th at feverishly fall by his side, so rapidly 
does he think and write.

Our friends often change and disappear from our stage. Life is con­ 
tinually changing. New days become old days. But books are change­ 
less. A thousand years from now they will be as they are now. only 
perhaps some of them forgotten, and others more greatly loved or ap­ 
preciated.
